po ratio ns w as taken iu 18 8 7 , when the 
Interstate co m m erce law w as created, 
i n these twenty ' y ears the trust bust­ 
ing business develo ped rather slo w ly , 
ffw o o r three y ears ago its pro gress was 
accelerated by a certain clearly defined 
po licy o f the natio nal adm inistratio n, 
A lto gether no npartisan. 
This po licy 
iffas merely the enfo rcem ent o f the 
laws. 
Since then so m ething has been 
üo ing. 
J ust no w the biggest things 
th at ever happened in the trust bust­ 
in g line are in pro cess o f wo rking o ut. 
In Euro pe a tho usand y ears ago and 
do r a few centuries later the feudal 
t>aro u w as alto ve 
the law . 
In 
the 
dJ nited States fo r the past thirty y ears 
th e ho o die baro n has beeu abo ve the 
law . Since 
the Am erican civil w ar 
tw o entirely new things 
have beco me 
kno w n to the world - tram ps and trusts. 
T h e trusts, or monopolies, 
have 
been 
largely responsible for the tram ps by 
« rushing com petition and squeezing the 
« m all business m a n out 
o f the game.

Europe, jealous of this new nation, 
h a s been looking across the w aters 
a nd laughing In h<*r sleeve a t Uncle 
S a m this score of years past. 
W hy? 
"B ecause,” says Europe, “the repub­ 
lican form of g overnm ent is a failure. 
You have no blood royal kiugs in

T h ere are about h alf a dozen of them 
w ho figure quite prom inently in the 
intricate and variously ramified opera­ 
tions now under w ay to compel the 
tr us t m agnates to obey the law s of 
th 13 nation. 
Really, for tlie first time, the corpora­ 
tions w hich have w axed fat by b re a k ­ 
ing 
the 
law s 
are 
now 
frightened. 
F ra ntic protests from som e of th e big 
m etropolitan new spapers controlled by 
th e trusts prove this. 
Such ne w spa ­ 
pers prate about “assaults upon busi­ 
ness,” ‘‘propagating h atred of corpora- 


and th a t appears to be the comm on 
sense view. 
A ttorney 
G eneral 
B onaparte 
of 
course is a t the head of the adm inis­ 
tration’s trust busting forces. 
H e is 
him self several 
tim es a 
millionaire. 
Before he w ent to W ashington he w as 
noted as a reform er, a foe to protected 
criminality. 
E verybody know s by now 
th at Mr. B onaparte is a grand nephew 
of Napoleon B onaparte, the Corsican 
person w ho organized the biggest im ­ 
perial trust ever k now n to Europe.

from 
M inneapolis 
cam e 
Into the president’s trust busting circle 
a few years ago who appreciated this 
situation and 
pointed out tlie w ay. 
H is nam e is Milton D. Purdy. 
H e is 
forty years old. 
H e grew up some­ 
w here around the sm all tow n of W hite 
Hal!, 111. 
H is fa th e r w as a potter, and 
young Milton w orked a t the potter’s 
wheel. 
A fter passing through 
high 
school lie ta ug h t district schools for 
tw o or th ree years and then read law 
In the office of Judg e Russell, a b roth ­ 
er of the actor, Sol Sm ith Russell, a t 
Jacksonville, 
111. 
W illiam 
Jennings 
B ry an a little earlier h ad read law 
under the sam e tutor. 


Catcher of Lawb reakers. 
P urdy took a collegiate law course 
also and settled in M innesota for prac­ 
tice. 
B ut he w ent alm ost im m ediately 
into the city attorne y ’s office. 
P ra c ­ 
tically all Ids legal work has been as a 
prosecutor. 
M any folks believe th a t 
God raised up A b rah am Lincoln, in 
P urdy ’s native state, for 
the great 
w ork which Lincoln accomplished, 
if 
you look a t it In th a t light, perhaps 
you might assum e som ething sim ilar 
as to Milton L>, Purdy, whose career 
from the first seem s to have converged 
tow ard the catch ing of law breakers, 
first the little, unim portant fellows and 
now the full grow n and really da ng e r­ 
ous ones. 
Mr. P urdy :• now assistant 


» o the attorney general. 
That is a 
considerably 
bigger 
job 
th an 
being 
m erely an assistant attorney general. 
No t lo ng ago this sh re w d y o ung pro s­ 
ecuto r startled the law breuking cor­ 
porations by announcing a novel m e th ­ 
od of procedure in trust busting. 
H e 
hud suggested to the departm ent 
o f 
justice that in the pros« -tuition of the 
tobacco trust the m ost feasible plan 
would l>e the appointm ent of a receiv­ 
er for the concern. 
This w as said to 
be the plan agreed upon in th a t case. 
T rust law yers looked w orried while 
declaring th a t it couldn’t t>e done. 
B ut 
oth er good law yers declared th a t it 
could l» e done, and if it can l>e done 
iu the ease of the tobacco trust it can 
bo done in any other sim ilar case. 


Sp ecial Government Counsel. 
A nother of the foremost trust bust 
ers is 1 rank B. K ellogg. 
lie is spec on 
counsel for the interstate com m erce 
comm ission and as such led the inves­ 
tigation of the I I arrim an railroad s y s­ 
tem. 
H e insisted th at H arrim an pe r­ 
sonally should 1 h* prosecuted. 
Now ho 
is special counsel for the governm ent 
in the biggest trust busting litigation 
of all. the suit pending at St. i.ouis 
against S tandard Oil. 
It is the govern­ 
m ent's contention th a t this gigantic 
corporation should be dissolved and 
th e 
various 
properties 
in 
the more 
th an seventy concerns controlled by 
the S ta ndard 1 *<; redistributed to the 
original ow ners. 
Mr. Kellogg lives in 
St. P ant. 
Kellogg him self is a trust attorney. 
H e has represented for years the steel 
trust in M innesota. 
lie still repre­ 
sents it. 
lie gets $15,000 a year out 
of this Job. 
A few 
years ago the 
N orthern 
Securities company, 
which 
later the governm ent dissolved after a 
m em orable litigation, needed political 
Influence. 
J. 
P lerpont Morgan 
was 
dom inant 
in steel as In the N orthern 
Securities com pany. 
Jam es J. 
Hill, 
his 
g reat confederate in 
the 
latter 
concern, one day 
told 
Mr. 
M organ 
while In N ew York th a t lie would like 
to have this m an Kellogg do certain 
political work in M innesota in the in 
terests of the business. 
Kellogg h ap­ 
pened to be in New York, and M or­ 
gan sent for him. 
“ I am a law yer, not a politician, Mr, 
M organ,” Kellogg is said fo have re­ 
m a r k e d after the proposition was put 
to him and 
a l s o a fte r some language 
more sulphurous had been uttered. “ I 
am glad to do th e steel corporation’:, 
legal work, but 1 w on't do In politics, 
and much less will I do its friends' 
politics. 
If it Is necessary for me to 
become a poifical orderly for corporate 
interests in order to hold my job I'll 
resign the job.” 
Kellogg did not resign, nor did he 
become a political orderly. 
Outside of 
steel he Is a consistent trust buster. 
In the cases instituted under A ttorney 
General Knox ag a inst the w estern pa­ 
per trust 
K e llo g g w as special counsel. 
H e secured an injunction dissolving it 
into the minor concerns which com ­ 
posed it, and this precedent is highly 
useful in the St. LoulS suit ag ainst 
S tandard Oil. 
Kellogg’s coup put new 
life into tin* S herm an a ntitrust law, 
which most law y ers supposed had g iv­ 
en up the ghost. 
H e proved th a t a law 
is not a dead one so long as you can 
stick a {» in in it and m ake a violator 
howl. 
Mr. P urdy, by the way, did Just 
about the saint* th ing to the old Elkins 
law. which seem s prim arily to have 
been designed for the protection of 
Wall Streeters under the guise of a 
righteous statute. 
P urdy resurrected 
the E lkins law and used it in putting 
u quietus on railroad rebating, w hich 
was alm ost universal. 
Verily, he th at brent both the b reath 
of life 
into a 
defunct s ta tute 
and 
m ak etb it sit up and kick is of more 
value to society than lie th a t tak eth n 
city by the neck or gobbleth a railroad 
system . 
A nother im portant m an in the trust 
busting 
fraternity 
is 
H erb ert Knox 
Smith, com m issioner of the bureau of 
corporations. 
T his bureau, organized 
four years ago, is one of the m ost e f­ 
fective m easure» for the curbing of 
corporate 
anarch y 
th a t 
we 
have. 
Jam es It. Garfield, now secretary of 
the interior, w as the first com m ission­ 
er. 
Mr Smith, w ho hails from H a rt­ 
ford, Conn., w as his assista nt for a 
time, going to the bead of the class 
w hen his chief w as prom oted to the 
ea biuet. 


Wise Beyond His Years. 
Mr, Sm ith 
is not y et thirty-eight 
years old, but be is said to possess 
w isdom 
beyond his years. 
P e rh a ps 
enth usiasm is the titter term. It is ids 
business to 
investigate corporations 
which lay them selves liable to investi­ 
gation. Of course he has u large and 
able staff, b ut he directs the w ork. 
J us t recently he has reported on the 
S tandard Oil com pany. H is letters of 
transm ission of these several reports 
to the president are adm irable epit­ 
omes of the longer text. 
T he letters 
gleam with positive statem ents, such 
as these, which are backed up by the 
body of f he report: 
“T he S tandard has consistently used 
its pow er to racse the price of oil dur ­ 
ing the past ten years not only ab so­ 
lutely, but also relatively to the cost 
of crude oil.” 
“ The S tandard has superior efficien­ 
cy in running its ow n business, i t has 
an equal efficient 
y in destroying the 
business of com petitors.” 
E dw in W. K ms, the young district 
attorney for the U nited S tates a t Uld- 
ca go, whose age j.s a little less th an 
th a t of Mr Sm ith, is notable In th e 
trust busting battle, 
if'.* w as for a 
tim e 
assistant com m issioner of 
the 
b ureau of corporations. 
It w as Sims 
w ho directed the epoch m aking cae- 
ag ainst the S tanda rd Oil w hich 
rc 
suited recently in a fine of $29 ,240,000 
being Imposed by Judg e Landis. 
Jam es u. MeReynoids, a K entucky 
born D em ocrat, living in Tennessee, 
is closely associated w ith Mr. P urdy 
in the tobacco tr us t prosecution.

electric railroads of the state, living 
passenger, freight and express charges. 
C o nvicts I'o r Go o d Bo nd*. 
President McUaskrin 
also referred 
t'o the law governing convict labor. He 
is in favor of wot king !h<* convicts on 
public hie*hv, ays as a step tow ard 
s ol v­ 
ing the good loads problem. He thinks 
tlmt prlsoin rs 
in 
the penitentiaries 
might he b etter em ph oe d in this w ay 
than he at work m anufacttiring goods 
that arc placed in the m arket to com ­ 
pete with labor which is not In hind 
prison walls. H e also holds that pris­ 
oners in 
city jails might better bo 
worked in the public streets than be 
Con tin i d in idleness. 
W o uld Bo o m i he Deep W aterw ay . 
A nother of his recom m endations w as 
for the appointm ent of a com m ittee to 
w ork in the corning session of tin* leg­ 
islature to create sentim ent in favor 
o f a deep w aterw ay from tin* lakes to 
the gulf, lie also thinks it would 
he an 
excelh nt plan to have tin* m unicipali­ 
ties represented at 
s e s s io ns of the leg­ 
islature with a lobby which will look 
after their interests.
